ITALY'S ECONOMIC DISTRESS, 


Unemployment, Reduced.‘ \evenues, 
and High Prices Due to War, 


ROME, March 19, (Correspondence of 
The: Associated Pregs.)--Hight months 
of hostilities in Europe havé brought 
economic. distress to non-combatant 
States to. a degree hardly realized by 
outside observers. This is trne of the 
Netherlands, Switserland, and. Italy, but 
particularly of Italy.

Gov, CaBganza of the. State of Coa-' 
huila took to: the field as leader of a 
revolution against Huerta,: after the 
overthrow of President MapERo, with 
the avowed intention of avenging the 
murder of MapERo and re-establishing 
the Government he had founded. The 
Constitutionalist Party was suppoged 
‘to ‘be the Madero party, militant and 
surviving the death of its first leader. 
Tt is curious: to note the change of 
front CaBRanza has) made* with the 
progress of the revolution. Scarcely 
a follower of Manero is now num- 
bered among his supporters. The sur- 
viving Maderistas are ridiculed by his 
press agents. In a manifesto issued 
yesterday, condemning as “an April 
fool joke” the alleged choice of Fr- 
LIPE ANGELES as Provisional President, 
the’ relatives of the slaughtered FRan- 
Cisco are alluded to,as “the Madero 
clan.” In truth, Vitta and his sup- 
porters “re much more closely allied 
with the old Madero following, though 
it does not necessarily follow that the 
patriotism is all with them, by any 
means, or that they are the ‘more 
likely to conquer and restore order: 
MapERO meant well, but ruled: very 
badly, and the advice and assistance 
he received from certain members. of 
his powerful family were - beneficial 
neither to him nor to the country. Itis 
an interesting fact that CaRkanza has 
practically separated from the Mader- 
US | istes, but it is not particularly dis- 
creditable to him. 

We must bear in mind, however, 
that the foreigners in Mexico City who 
were alarmed during fts,occupancy by 
OBREGON, CABRANZzA’s lieutenant, be- 
cause they could not get away, refuse 
to go now, when Gakzas is in control, 
although the means of flight are of- 
fered to them.

Fifty years\ago today the Confed- 

erate troops evacuated ‘Richmond and 
the Union troops marched in.

Four years be- 
fore, lacking. ten days, the first shot 
had ‘been fired at Fort Sumter and 
the cry of ‘On to Richmond!” had 
been raised in the North. On to Rich- 
mond the Union forces went, but the 
way was long and the delays are well 
remembered. Only 115 miles from the 
seat of Federal Government, Rich- 
mond seemed, after Bull Run, in July, 
1861, as far away as the equator. 

But the outcome of the contest was 
inevitable; and we can look back upon 
the incidents leading to.the fall ‘of the 
Confederate capital and the surrender 
of LEE at Appomattox urt House 
a week later without’ Tancor. ~The 
bond of brotherhood between North 
and South -was. long since-firmly re- 
established, never to be broken again. 

When there is talk about an early 
end of the fierce war now. devastating 
Europe we cannot. fail to remember 
the stubborn resistance of the: South, 
its heroic stand against superior 
forces, in spite of: the prevailing pov- 
erty. We do not celebrate the anni- 
versary of Richmond’s’ fall; but* we 
cannot fail to remember it, and the 
memory: is-as strong of the heroic’ de- 
fense as ofthe. righteousness. of . the 
victory, which ‘nobody tiow deriies.:

of a hundred—or it may be a. thousand—ofr 
benevolent and beneficent schernies and ‘asso- 
ciations for benefiting humanity,’ On. the 
Day of Atonement he stood up inthe Cathe- 
dral Synagogue of London, the Great Syna- 
gogue, and conducted the afternoon service 
on the sacred Day of Atonement, intoning the 
prayers with all the Knowledge of a tfabbi. 
His piety was as intense as his appreciation 
‘Of. the plea of human. brotherhood. 

And he was the power behind the British 
throne. ‘Victorla, Edward, and, later, George 
consulted him, trusted him, and -relied upon 
‘his high honor, his world-wide experience of 
men and affairs, not merely because his 
command of. money was powerful and made 
him so, but because he ufderstood, among 
other things, how to use his money for his 
country’s good, ‘The influence of the Roth- 
schild wealth was never directed for adverse 
purposes, and Nathaniel Meyer Rothschile 
was one of ts highest exponents of altru- 
ism.

A Suggestion for Checking Typhus 
Fever. Eptdemic in Serbia. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

The epidemic of typhus fever in Serbia is 
aserious matter, not only for the Serbian 
people but. alsp for all of those noble doctors 
and nurses who ave responded to the call, 
and will probably mean death for many. 1 
hope that seme of the lessons learned from 
fighting bubonic plague, which is carried to 
human. beings by parasites—the flea, bedbug, 
and mosquito, as well as personal infection 
from the pneumonie typé—may be of some 
benefit. Typhus fever is carried by the louse, 
and, I belfeve,* also by all. of ‘the blood- 
biting parasites, such as the flea, bedbag, 
and mosquito. There. is also 4@ possibility 
that typhas may bé carried by the breath 
of the patjent in a ‘similar manner to pneu- 
monic plague., 

I sath lost. a doctor, nures; attendant, .or 
guard in either pneumonic or bubonic plague: 
They were compelled to bathe thelr bedies 
all. over twice. daily with carbolic soap, and 
this followed by poyring coal ofl all over 
their bodies. No patient was ever put inside 
a house, but attended in a little shelter 
raised from the ground and-with a roof ‘to 
Kéep off sun ‘and rain, but open wide on all 
four sides. The best investment the volun- 
teers going to Serbia, coyld make would be 
‘@ cargo of shelter tents. about twice as, late 

as used in ‘the army,’ supplied, for two, pa- 
potas and only used as. a Toof—open on all 
sides, Put the whole population in tents and 
im. the houses; use plenty of coal oil every- 
where, using ‘sprinkling pots to sprinkle over 
the premises. and in the cracks in the walls. 
Thus we. killed the fleas and other para- 
sites in plague’ and conquered the disease 
after killing all the rats, not, of course, 
omitting ‘all other sanitary means and pre~ 
caution, I belleve that if the patients, were 
attended in open tents or shelters” the death 
rate among. doctors and nurses . -would: be cut 
down wonderfully, especially if in. addition 
to great cleanliness plenty of coal oll was 
used on the clothing and body, I used coal 
oil: for three: weeks at a time ‘and outside of 
a slight dermatitis no inconvenience was 
caused. It was noticed first in Calcutta that 
none of the coolies’ employed by the oil 
companies got plague, simply ‘because. the 
coal oil on their bodies kept the parasites 

or killed them.

“It is clear that the public has. been 
much impressed with the profits which 
are being realized on foreign orflers 
which are being, executed in the United 
States. In this connection it is worth 
emphasizing the -understanding which 
exists inthe financial district that in 
practically all cases our manufacturers 
who are taking orders from: the Euro- 
pean Governments which will take a 
long ‘time to fill ‘are insisting upon firm 
orders. That means thar they expect 
the orders’ to be completed, ‘even’ should 
peace. ensue long before the factories 
have been able to turn out all of ‘the 
g00ds which are now being ordered. 
This, of course, removes an uncertainty 
which would attach to war orders sub- 
j ject to cancellation. There are many 
who are taking count these days of the 
possible after effects of this war upon 
tlie position ‘of the security markets, but 
the considerations which are dominant 
Jin the stock. market at present have to 
do ‘with the undoubted prosperity of our 
foreign trade and the probable effect of 
that upon our home trade. 

A large response was made yesterday 
to the public offering of one-year Fren¢h 
Treasury bonds, the issue meeting with 
1a measure of success which indicated 
the likelihood of further foreign issues 
in the relatively near future. The pur- 
pose of these foreign credits is, of course, 
not to obtain money to be withdrawn 
from this market, but merely to furnish 
means of phyment for goods being -pur- 
chased: here. The fact is, of course, 
that- some, if not. all, of the Buropean 
Governments which are arranging credits 
in New York would be able to borrow 
here more cheaply at. home than they 
could borrow. here, but only by borrow- 
ing here. can they obviate the disad- 
vantages which flow from the present 
depressed state of exchange. The low 
rates prevailing for exchange are a dis- 
advantage, of course, for any of our 
merchants who have funds to their credit 
in European countries, for there are con- 
ditions under which they. must assume 
the loss. of exchange, although in figur- 
ing on exports: our 
count of the prices at which they 
have to sell their drafts. 
understand that an arrangement has 
been entered into between France and 
Russia which will enable a free transfer 
of funds between the Bank of France 
and the Imperial Bank of Russia, and 
this in turn will enable American con- 
cerns which have large sums of money 
in Russia to withdraw these to much 
greater advantage.

ANNUAL IMPOST EXPECTED] in

ALBANY; April 1—Goy. Whitman to-. 
day signed the bill.amending the secured 
Adept tax law. ‘The new law makes in- 
effective until May 1 that provision of 
the secured debt tax‘law which per- 
mits bondholders to procare future ex- 
emption. 

The measure was passed under emer 
gency message from ‘the © Governor. 
It was designed to. forestall an ex ape 
rush of security holders to ob ex- 
emption, as it is the intention of the 
administration leaders to repeal ‘the 
present ‘secured debt tax law and enact 
another which will require the payment

Under the terms.of the law the pay 
ment. of one-half of 1 per cent. of the 
par, value of bonds not otherwise exemp- 
ted from State taxation made them free 
of future levy. As it was believed..in 
financial quarters thar a new law prob- 
ably will be passed before May 1 pro- 
viding for dn annual taxation of per- 
haps two-fifths’ of 1 per cent., security 
holders were anxious to meet require- 
ménts of the old ‘statute before it was 
too late.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Putting Added Values on Some Im- 
portations of Linens. 


The effect of the European war in rais- 
ing prices on imported fabrics was re- 
flected yesterday in decisions made by 
the Reappraisement Division of the 
Board of General Appraisers when deci- 
sions were made in textile valuation 
protests. The goods included. linens, 
Nottingham nets, flax yarn, linen suit- 
ings, silks, and other lines. In all in- 
stances the Collectors of Customs held 
‘that the invoice prices of the goods were 
below the actual market values in the 
markets where the purchases were 
made. Acting on the reports of the Ap- 
praisers, advances were made, and duty 
The Ameri- 
can representatives of the foreign firms 
concerned followed up this action by ap- 
pealing to the board for a review. 

A majority of the cases decided yes- 
terday had to do with the prices at 
which linens of various kinds ‘ep ee 
admitted for dutiable purposes.

On entry, the 
Appraiser advanced the goods, and yes- 
terday Judge Cooper sustained —_ 
action to thee extent of holding that dut 
should be on a value of 5% pence a y:
